Supreme Court Overrules Stanton and 
Petition of Schwartzkopf and 
Sheets Denied

Not only 
City 
Question Involved Affects 
Brainerd, But Every 
In the State 
Im portant to every m unicipality in 
th e sta te of M innesota is the decision 
Just handed down by th e state sup­ 
rem e court in the case of S tate of 
M innesota, ex rel H ugo Schw artz- 
kopf and R. M. Sheets vs th e City 
Council of B rainerd, for it settles a 
question in Am erican jurisprudence 
never passed on by an y court before, 
th a t of citizens petitio n in g fo r a 
redress of grievances. 
The syllabus of th e sta te suprem e 
court says: “ Section 12 of th e city 
ch a rte r of Brainerd imposes no duty 
upon th e city council to en tertain an d 
hear a petition filed by citizens and 
taxpayers, w h eth e r specially in te r 
eeted 
o r 
not, 
p referring 
charges 
against city officers and dem anding 
th e ir rem oval; and hence an a lte rn a ­ 
tive w rit of m andam us to compel th e 
council to fix a tim e an d plaoe for 
h earing upon charges so preferred 
was dem urrable.” 
M. T. Dunn, president of the w ater 
an d lig h t board, will not have to 
stand tria l by th e council on charges 
preferred by Measre. Schw artzkopf 
an d Sheets. 
The court holds in an 
opinion by Justice Philip E. Brown, 
th a t the city c h a rte r imposes no duty 
on the council to en tertain and hear 
petitions filed by citizens, preferring 
charges against city officials. 
Hence 
an altern ativ e w rit of m andam us to 
compel the council to fix a tim e and 
plaoe for a h earin g on the charges 
so preferred was dem urrable. 
In the brief filed by City A ttorney 
M. E. Ryan, who w*as the attorney 
for the city council, is given a his­ 
tory of the case. 
In December 1911 
th e city council of th e city of B rain ­ 
erd, through a com m ittee of its m em ­ 
bers upon the petition of one of the 
relators and o th ers commenced an 
investigation of the m anagem ent and 
booikte of the w ater and light board 
of Brainerd. 
This com m ittee made 
its report to the council, and th ere­

T hereafter and in September, 1912 
th e relators In th is proceeding filed 
w ith th e city council a petition de­ 
m anding th a t th e city council p u r­ 
su an t to section 12 of the city ch a rter 
above m entioned “ shall proceed fo rth ­ 
w ith to remove the said M. T. D unn 
from office as president of th e w ater 
an d light board and declare such 
office v acant.” 
The council declined to do so and 
adopted a resolution concisely re ­ 
citing th e history of the m a tte r and 
th ereafter these relators sued o u t an 
altern ativ e w rit of m andam us re ­ 
q uiring the council to fix a tim e and 
place for a h earin g of th e charges 
preferred ag ain st M. T. D unn or to 
show cause why. 
T he respondents moved to dismiss 
the order to show cause and q u ash 
th e altern ativ e w rit, and also fl)»d 
a dem urrer to th e writ. 
Ju d g e C. 
W. Stanton, of th e d istric t court, 
heard th e m a tte r on October 12 and 
on November 27 filed an order deny­ 
ing the respondent’s motion and over­ 
ruling th e dem urrer from which this 
appeal was taken. 
T here are two general questions 
involved in th e appeal to the state 
suprem e court: 
Must a governing body vested w ith 
the power to remove officers proceed 
to hear charges form ulated and pre­ 
ferred by private citizens? 
Does not th e record show affirm­ 
atively the council ..as already passed 
on the very m atter it Is here contend­ 
ed they should be compelled to pass 
on again? 
In the absence of s ta tu a ry require­ 
m ents th e common .aw 
rule th a t 
charges should be form ulated and 
preferred by th e sovereign applies. 
Since th e ch a rter provision does 
not “ specifically enjoin” the govern­ 
ing body so to do, it is therefore a 
d isrietio n ary m atter and the relators 
have no “ clear legal rig h t” to the 
same. 
For reasons of sound public policy, 
governing bodies should not be com­ 
pelled to hear charges form ulated 
and preferred by private citizens. 
The city council of B rainerd con­ 
sists of ten alderm en elected from 
five w ards for two years and each 
receives a salary of $50 a year. 
The 
council holds two regular m eetings 
per* m onth and m any special m eet­ 
ings du rin g th e year and much time 
is given by them in com m ittee work. 
The council is composed of men very 
much the same as in o th er cities of 
B rainerd’s size. 
Some being men of 
large business interests, others men 
depending on their m onthly wage, 
but all appreciating th eir duty to the 
public and willing to devote tim e and 
energy to the public interests. 
If 
councilm en m ust leave th eir various 
vocations and sit session a fte r session 
as they did in this m atter to hear 
m atters th a t come to naught, it will 
inevitably deter fit men to hold such 
office. 
In th e ta k in g of the oral tes­ 
tim ony in th e prelim inary session, 
some ten sessions were held by the 
council as a whole and som ething 
like 250 pages of testim ony taken. 
Besides the council com m ittee held 
innum erable meetings. 
Now, if the council, the people’s 
chosen representative, cannot deter- 
ta ne in the first instance w hether or 
not charges should be preferred, but 
this lies wholly in the mind of some 
disgruntled and dissatisfied citizen, 
how will is be possible to get fit men 
not only for the w ater and light 
board, but for 
other 
non-salarled 
boards who perform governm ental 
and business functions for the city. 
A person accepting such an office 
may rely on the Judgm ent of ten men 
to say w hether or not, he shall be 
charged w ith official wrong doing, 
but would not w ant th a t question ldTl 
to the whim of every dissatisfied cit­ 
izen and be put in a position of hav- 
¡ing his cha racter and reputation 
besmirched an d to the expense of 
defending as m any separate accusa­ 
tions as there m ight be ill-advised 
and evil-minded citizens. 
If It Is to 
be held a private citizen has the right 
herein invoked, where may it end? 
The council if required to do so in 
one case, must of course, do so in all 
cases and it may well come to tQe 
point w here the council will be re­ 
quired to give such m atters tim e and 
attention to th e exclusion of other 
im portant and necessary m unicipal 
affairs. 
It is no answ er to say t h t t 
such a condition is improbable. 
Once open the door by m aking It 
the law of this state w ith the present 
inclination to m uck-rake officials and 
no one can say where it will end. 
The question involved herein af­ 
fects not alone the people of Brainerd 
but probably every city in the state. 
The w riter ventures to say there is 
not a single city In the state th a t it*, 
ch arter does not contain some such 
provision as is herein considered.

Sacramento, Cal., April 19.— Further 
action on 
the anti-alien 
land 
bills 
pending before the California legis­ 
lature has been deferred until next 
week. 
This decision was reached, it 
was said, because some word was ex­ 
pected from Washington in relation to 
the protest of the Japanese govern­ 
ment. against 
possible infringement 
of the treaty rights of Japanese citi­ 
zens in this state. 
Reports of the popular agitation in 
Japan over the proposed action in Cal­ 
ifornia 
provoked 
considerable 
com­ 
ment about the legislative chambers. 
The violence of these protests, as 
well as the inquiries as to the effect 
of the proposed bills on other alien 
interests in California, led to the be­ 
lief here that President Wilson might 
find it expedient to indicate his views 
or suggest a course of action tending 
to relieve the situation. 
A poll of the senate disclosed an 
overwhelming majority in favor of an 
anti-alien bill, but scarcely a hand­ 
ful of senators indicated a wish to in­ 
clude in its provisions foreigners or 
foreign 
corporations 
controlled 
by 
persons eligible to citizenship. 
The 
campaign in behalf of European in­ 
vestments in the state, it was stated, 
had begun to 
be reflected 
in 
the 
change of opinion among individual 
members in this regard. 
According 
to 
Senator 
Thompson, 
who drafted the original bill submit­ 
ted in the senate, the only bill ac­ 
ceptable to the Japanese would be 
one placing all aliens on a par. 
A 
poll of the house shows that such a 
law could not be passed. 
In case no word comes from Wash­ 
ington it is regarded as certain here 
that a law 
directed 
almost 
solely 
against the Japanese will be passed, 
with clauses exempting all European 
corporations. 
Only seven members of 
the senate have declared themselves 
against such a bill.

WILSON WATCHING EVENTS 


President In Close Touch With Jap­ 
anese Situation. 
Washington, 
April 
19.— President 
Wilson kept in close touch with the 
situation both in Japan and Califor­ 
nia over the proposed alien land leg­ 
islation. 
The president told his callers that 
the federal government must of ne­ 
cessity refrain from interference with 
California while in the process of leg­ 
islating and cannot make its attitude 
known to inquiring nations until the 
bills were passed.

Illinois Legislative Committee Ascer 


tains That Young Mothers Contract 


for Disposal of Their Infants Before 


Birth— Heads of Maternity Homes 


Say Demand for Babies Far Exceeds 


the Supply. 


Chicago, April 19.— Inhuman cond! 
tions at "baby farms” In Chicago were 
revealed in the Illinois house commit­ 
tee’s investigation of maternity homes 
and Institu'ions where 
children are 
kept. 
They were such as to bring 
from Chairman Thomas Curran the 
assertion that the barter of flesh has 
not ceased and that dealing in babies 
is the "most dastardly business exist­ 
ing.” 
The representatives were told that 
mothers contracted for the disposal of 
their infants before birth, signing an 
agreement which ends: 
"I promise and declare I will never 
see said child, but do release and 
abandon it forever.” 
They were 
informed 
that babies 
were shipped out of the state when 
only a few hours old and their moth­ 
ers were hired out to nurse the in­ 
fants of the wealthy. 
Superintendents 
of maternity homes 
admitted they 
kept no records, that once a child was 
sent away there was nothing by which 
it could be traced. 
“ Rut don't you ever inquire how 
these babies are treated, whether they 
live or die?" inquired Chairman Cur­ 
ran of Dr. Charles S. Wood of the 
Union Park Maternity home. 
"W e keep no records at ail.” 
"But what if one of these girl moth­ 
ers returns in a year or so and want­ 
ed her baby, is there no way in which 
she could find it?” 
“ Our responsibility ceases when we 
find a home for the infant.” 


Demand Exceeds Supply. 


The testimony brought out that 8' 
per cent of the unmarried patients in 
the “ lying in” hospitals are girls from 
out of the state who come to the city 
to hide their shame. 
The heads oi 
the homes said they advertised ex­ 
tensively that they had “ babies fci 
adoption," but that such advertise­ 
ments are blinds. 
They asserted tho 
demand for infants exceeded the sup­ 
ply 
Dr. Wood said that on Feb. 14 an 
infant was born at 4 o’clock in tho 
afternoon. 
Two hours later it was 
aboard a train bound for McGregor. 
la. 
His explanation that an infant 
of that age could live without nour­ 
ishment and without suffering brought 
smiles to the faces of the representa­ 
tives. 
The 
physician said 
that in 
twelve years there had been 665 pa­ 
tients in his hospital, but he denied 
there had ever been a death. 
When the committee showed hiir, 
the records of the city health depart­ 
ment to which four still births had 
been reported he changed his testi­ 
mony. 
He insisted that no crippled 
children had been born.

MINNETTE BILL 


Supreme Court Overrules Stanton and 
Petition of Schwartzkopf and 
Sheets Denied 


VICTORY 
FOR 
CITY 
COUNCIL 


Not only 
City 
Question Involved Affects 
Brainerd, But Every 
In the State 
Important to every municipality in 
the state of Minnesota is the decision 
Just handed down by the state sup­ 
reme court in the case of State of 
Minnesota, ex rel Hugo Schwartz- 
kopf and R. M. Sheets vs the City 
Council of Brainerd, for it settles a 
question in American jurisprudence 
never passed on by any court before, 
that of citizens petitioning for a 
redress of grievances. 
The syllabus of the state supreme 
court says: "Section 12 of the city 
charter of Brainerd imposes no duty 
upon the city council to entertain and 
hear a petition filed by citizens and 
taxpayers, whether specially Inter­ 
ested 
or 
not, 
preferring 
charges 
against city officers and demanding 
their removal; and hence an alterna­ 
tive writ of mandamus to compel the 
council to fix a time and plaoe for a 
hearing upon charges so preferred 
was demurrable.” 
M. T. Dunn, president of the water 
and light board, will not have to 
stand trial by the council on charges 
preferred by Meagre. Schwartzkopf 
and Sheets. 
The court holds in an 
opinion by Justice Philip E. Brown, 
that the city charter imposes no duty 
on the council to entertain and hear 
petitions filed by citizens, preferring 
charges against city officials. 
Hence 
an alternative writ of mandamus to 
compel the council to fix a time and 
plaoe for a hearing on the charges 
so preferred was demurrable. 
In the brief filed by City Attorney 
M. E. Ryan, who was the attorney 
for the city council, is given a his­ 
tory of the case. 
In December 1911 
the city council of the city of Brain­ 
erd, through a committee of its mem­ 
bers upon the petition of one of the 
relators and others commenced an 
investigation of the management and 
books of the water and light board 
of Brainerd. 
This committee made 
its report to the council, and there­ 
after the council as a w’hole, upon 
the request of the petitioners in that 
proceeding heard certain oral testi­ 
mony taaen under oath and the coun­ 
cil determined that no charges be

preferred against any city 
Involved in the Investigation. 
Thereafter and In September, 1912 
the relators In this proceeding filed 
with the city council a petition de­ 
manding that the city council pur­ 
suant to section 12 of the city charter 
above mentioned "shall proceed forth­ 
with to remove the said M. T. Dunn 
from office as president of the water 
and light board and declare such 
office vacant.” 
The council declined to do so and 
adopted a resolution concisely re­ 
citing the history of the m atter and 
thereafter these relators sued out an 
alternative writ of mandamus re­ 
quiring the council to fix a time and 
place for a hearing of the charges 
preferred against M. T. Dunn or to 
show cause why. 
The respondents moved to dismiss 
the order to show cause and quash 
the alternative writ, and also fll»d 
a demurrer to the writ. 
Judge C. 
W. Stanton, of the district court, 
heard the m atter on October 12 and 
on November 27 filed an order deny­ 
ing the respondent’s motion and over­ 
ruling the demurrer from which this 
appeal was taken. 
There are two general questions 
involved in the appeal to the state 
supreme court: 
Must a governing body vested with 
the power to remove officers proceed 
to hear charges formulated and pre­ 
ferred by private citizens? 
Does not the record show affirm­ 
atively the council -.as already passed 
on the very m atter it is here contend­ 
ed they should be compelled to pass 
on again? 
In the absence of statuary require­ 
ments the common .aw rule that 
charges should be formulated and 
preferred by the sovereign applies. 
Since the charter provision does 
not "specifically enjoin” the govern­ 
ing body so to do, it is therefore a 
discretionary m atter and the relators 
have no "clear legal right” to the 
sa me. 
For reasons of sound public policy, 
governing bodies should not be com­ 
pelled to hear charges formulated 
and preferred by private citizens. 
The city council of Brainerd con­ 
sists of ten aldermen elected from 
five wards for two years and each 
receives a salary of $50 a year. 
The 
council holds two regular meetings 
l>er* month and many special meet­ 
ings during the year and much time 
is given by them in committee work. 
The council is composed of men very 
much the same as in other cities of 
Brainerd’s size. 
Some being men of 
large business interests, others men 
depending on their monthly wage, 
but all appreciating their duty to the 
public and willing to devote time and 
energy to the public interests. 
If; 
councilmen must leave their various 
vocations and sit session after session 
as they did in this matter to hear 
matters that come to naught, it will 
inevitably deter fit men to hold such 
office. 
In the taking of the oral tes­ 
timony in the preliminary session, 
some ten sessions were held by the 
council as a whole and something 
like 250 pages of testimony taken. 
Besides the council committee held 
innumerable meetings. 
Now, if the council, the people’s 
chosen representative, cannot deter- 
la ne in the first instance whether or 
not charges should be preferred, but 
this lies wholly in the mind of some 
disgruntled and dissatisfied citizen, 
how will is be possible to get fit men 
not only for the water and light 
board, but for 
other 
non-salaried 
boards who perform governmental 
and business functions for the city. 
A person accepting such an office 
may rely on the judgment of ten men 
to say whether or not, he shall be 
charged with official wrong doing, 
but would not want thai question ldH 
to the whim of every dissatisfied cit­ 
izen and be put in a position of hav­ 
in g his character and reputation 
besmirched and to the expense of 
defending as many separate accusa­ 
tions as there might be ill-advised 
and evil-minded citizens, 
lf it is to 
be held a private citizen has the right 
herein invoked, where may it end? 
The council if required to do so in 
one case, must of course, do so in all 
cases and it may well come to tlje 
point where the council will be re­ 
quired to give such matters time and 
attention to the exclusion of other 
important and necessary municipal 
affairs. 
It is no answer to say th it 
such a condition is improbable. 
Once open the door by making It 
the law of this state with the present 
inclination to muck-rake officials and 
no one can say w’here It will end. 
The question involved herein af­ 
fects not alone the people of Brainerd 
but probably every city in the state. 
The writer ventures to say there is 
not a single city in the state that it', 
charter does not contain some such 
provision as is herein considered. 
Many of the cities have the same 
provisions, word for word, adopted 
many years ago before the recall was 
heard of by any, except close students 
of government, and it is at least il­ 
logical to say that people In adopt­ 
ing charters ever contemplated auca 
an innovation as is herein suggested.

dump cars each are engaged in haul­ 
ing away the overburden.
